GRANT OVERRULED. 


The Secret History of Gen. Grant Order to 


New Orieans Times. 

There are e curious and facts 
connected with the removal of the troops from 
New Orleags, which the Times can now properly 
give to the public. The President issued the 
order, mentioned by Col. Levy, just as he 
agreed to. It was sent to Gen. Sherman at 12 
m., March 2. 

For some reason the President did not submit 
the order to the Secretary of War, nor did the 
Secretary know that it had been issued, until 
by accident he learned that it was in the Adju- 
tant-General's hands for transmission to New 
Orleans. He immediately ordered the Adjutant- 
General not to send it, as it had not come 
th h ‘tthe proper military channels,” mean- 
ing the War Office. Gen. Townsend tried to 
say that “the President and Gen. Sherman 
T damn the President, and Sherman, too,” 
broke in the angry Pennsylvanian; “I am either 
Secretary of War or I am not. Grant, who is 
an old soldier, ought to have known better than 
to do a thing which is a deliberate insult to 
me.“ 

He directed Gen. Townsend to notify Gen. 
Sherman that the order to Gen. Augur to

CHICAGO COLONIZATION AID SOCIETY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, Aug. 27.—The ideas you suggest of 
colonizing the industrious poor of our large cit- 
ies would prove the most benevolent and bene- 
ficial of all charities that have been or will be 
tried. It will relieve the overpopulation of our 
large cities, prevent almost all the evils arising 
from abject poverty, aud make an unproducing 
people become a producing, prosperous, and 
independent class. Let a society be formed, to 
be called the Colonization Aid Society. As soon 
as said Society is in possession of sufficient funds 
to make acommencement, an agent should be 
forwarded to obtain Government land for the 
purpose of this colony. Let it be laid out as a 
farm-village, the central portion the 
town for all to reside upon, and 
ali the farms diverging from the centre. 
Let the agent reside in the town, and all the 
occupants of the farms also. The object of 
this is as follows: To every colonist will be 
leased without rent 100 acres of land, for which 
a deed will be given him at the end of, say, five 
y without any charge, on certain condi- 
tions. The Commissioner is to supply every 
colonist with the use of horses and farm imple- 
ments, which are to be returned each evening in

SOME BONES. 

Charteston (8S. C.) Correspondence New York Sun. 

Charleston is located in the centre of a geo- 
logical basin of twenty miles diameter, which 
contains the bones of enough animals to stock 
the present world. How they came here is not 
known even to scientists. A facetious lawyer 
gave as good an account of their origin as can 
be given, when he said, “ Noah’s ark was built 
in Charleston, and all the animals of the world, 
having come hitherto to embark, and being dis- 
appointed iu obtaining a passage, were drowned 
by the rising flood.“ 

These bones are found in the post pleiocene 
beds of the tertiary formatiou, some six or ten 
feet below the suriace of the land, and along 
the beds of.the rivers. They are easil 
with ordinery tools upon the land, ond 
the rivers by dredge-boats built for the purpose, 
or by the common oyster-tongs. With the lat- 
ter a good hand can easily dig atona day; 800 
to 1,000 tons per acre may be dug on land. 

These ph s were known many years 
ago, but their practical value for fertilizing pur- 

yes Was not ascertained until since the late 
War. They were then subjected to scientific 
teste by Prof. F. S. Holmes and Dr. N. A. Pratt, 
and about 60 per cent of phosphate of lime 
was obtained fromthem. ‘These gentlemen im- 
mediately organized a company to dig and sell 
the phosphates. This brougbt them into no- 
tice, and soon hundreds of thousands of dollars 
were invested in the Dusiness. +> the — 
edge of the phosphate basin stands ne Inle 
and from 44 ace alone 300,000 tons are sup- 
posed to have shipped iast year. It is sent 
to the Continent of Europe and to the United 
Kingdom, to northern ports, and te sundry fer- 
tilizing factories near Charleston.

Heretofore all comment upon the conduct 
of the Cuban war has been suppressed in the 
Spanish Cortes. Whenever inquiry has been 
made of the Ministry, the inquiry has been 
promptly stamped out; but at last Gen. S4 
amanca, one of the best Spanish officers, has 
acquired so much information on the ques- 
tion that he succeeded in bringing on a gen- 
eral debate. In the course of the debate 
he showed that this insigniticant war has 
lested nine years ; that the number of soldiers 
sent out from Spain to Cuba between 
Ortober, 1868, and June 1, 1876, was 179,875 ; 
that 25,000 were sent in 1876-77, and that 
in a short time 15,000 more will embark, 
making in all 319,875, exclusive of Generals, 
chiefs, and officers. The cost of their pas- 
sage has been $6,146,250, and of the other 
expenses there are no statistics. Up to June, 
1876, there had been 46,656 of these soldiers 
in the hospitals, and 10,000 more had been 
treated for casualties. Notwithstanding the 
steady drain which the climate makes upon 
the troops, and the steady manner in which 
the revolutionists continue to oppose the 
mother country, the Minister of War made 
a rosy report of the condition of the strug- 
gle, and the debate resulted in a vote of the 
Cortes sustaining the Government. Thus 
the wretched work will go on andthe new levy 
will be decimated by Cuban malaria and the 
general casualties of war. There is no pros- 
pect now that Gen. Campos will put down 
the rebellion, any more than his predeces- 
s50Frs. 

THE SILVER COINAGE. 
The National Board of Trade, at its recent 
session, had the silver question under con- 
sideration in two forms. One proposition 
was that made by the Cincinnati Board, 
which read as follows: 
Resolved, That the National Boad of Trade, in 
view of the near approach of the time appointed 
for the resumption of specie- payments, and also in 
view of the character and effect of the Coinage act 
of Feb. 12, 1873, respectfully recommends to the 
Congress of the United States a consideration of 
the propriety of re-establishing the sifver aollar of 
the weight and fineness existing at the time of the 
passage of said act, asa unit of money value, and 
ite coinage resumed to the amount of $50, 000, 000 
a year. 
This question did not come up for action 
until the last day of the session, when sev- 
eral of the Western représentatives had left 
forhome. The Eastern members generally 
had remained. The vote on the adoption of 
this resolution was, yeas, 16 ; nays, 11; but, 
the rules requiring a vote of two-thirds to 
adopt a recommendation, the resolution was 
lost. It will be seen, however, that, despite 
the absence of several delegates who would 
have voted for the resolution, it obtained a 
large majority. 
The other proposition was, omitting some 
immaterial recitals, as follows : 

WIA s. Any metal, to be of a permanent utili- 
ty as a medium by which the values of other com- 
modities are measured, should possess a recog- 
nized commercial value, as well among nations as 
among individuals; and the use as money of two 
or more metals by commercial natioꝝs upon differ - 
ent relative vajuagions can only jeonll te complica- 
tions and in loss to those placing the higher valua- 
tion upon one as compared with the other, or else, 
as in the past experience of the United States, the 
banishment from circulation of the one underval- 
ued; and 

Wurreas, It is not deemed desirable, if it were 
possible, to discard as money the greater part of 
the world's stock of coin metal hitherto in use as 
money; therefore, 

Resolved, That the National Board of Trade re- 
spectfully urges upon Congress that immediate 
steps be taken to secure an international monetary 
convention, representing leading commercial na- 
tions, for the purpose of establishing, if possible, a 
permanent relative valuation between gold and sil - 
ver, and their unrestricted coinage and use as 
money of exchange by the participants in sach 
convention, to the end that stability may be im- 
parted to all the financial calculations and enter- 
prises, both foreign and domestic, of the people of 
the United States. 

This resolution was unanimously adopted. 
These proceedings have been heralded as 
the rejection by the National Board of Trade 
of the scheme to remonetize silver. The 


two propositions are treated as antagonistic, 
and the adoption of the one and the failure 
ok the other is treated as a rebuke to those 
who favor a restoration of silver. One paper, 
ignorantly or maliciously, says : 

The action of the National Board of Trade on 
the silver question, like its action on all other 
questions that came before it for consideration, 
was that of a body of wise statesmen and sound 
economists. If Congress is equally wise, the 
foolish, and worse than foolish, clamor for the 
dollar of our fathers” will de and 
the work of resumption will go forward unob- 
structed.

value for the two metals should also be adopt- 
ed. The whole measure recommended by the 
Board is opposed to monometallism. If gold 
is to be the sole metal used for coin, and 
silver is to be discarded, then there can be 
no occasion for a convention to establish an 
international standard at which silver shall 
circulate as money. Aw international ar- 
rangement on this subject is only consistent 
with a general and universal adoption of the 
bimetallic coinage. 

While we have no faith that such an 
arrangement will be at this time assented to 
by Germany or Great Britain, we cheerfully 
admit that an international t is de- 
sirable. The relative value of gold and sil- 
ver as metals has ranged from 15 to 1 
to 16 to 1 during the last 200 years, 
though the general average has been 
155 of silver to 1 of gold. At one 
time our coinages were in the propor- 
tion of 15 of silver to 1 of gold, and hence 
our gold coin was of greater value as bullion 
than it was es coin, and was shipped as rap- 
idly as coined. We then reduced the amount 
of pure gold in our coins, which raised the 

igh of silver to 16 to 1 of gold, which 
was as much too great of silver as previously 
there had been too much gold. Our standard 
of relative values is too high. France, which 
makes silver a legal-tender, maintains the 
proportions of 15 of silver to 1 of gold. 
Other countries have other standards. If 
there were an uniform ratio adopted, no 
matter what it may be, there would possibly 
be less fluctuations in either coin. If 15} 
francs silver were made equal to 1 franc 
gold; if 15} silver marks were made equal in 
value to 1 mark gold; if 15} silver dollars 
were made equal to 1 gold dollar; if 159 ounces 
of any denomination of silver coin were 
made the equivalent as money of one ounce 
of gold coin, and these money values were 
adopted by international agreement, then 
silver as money would have generally the 
same value in gold in all countries, and gold 
as money ‘would have the same value in sil- 
ver wherever it might be coined. We do not 
say that there would be no variations, be- 
cause they depend upon so many circum- 
stances that no law can govern them. But 
this uniform standard of the relative value 
of silver and gold as money would have the 
effect of reducing these variations wher- 
ever the two coins were made legal-ten- 
der. The double standard, however, does 
not depend on this. The choice of legal- 
tenders, the right to pay debts in either, 
would have the effect of rendering tempo- 
rary variations in the values of the 
two metals of little account, and 
would protect the public against any 
sudden rise in the value of either one. 
It is this character of an optional standard, 
the free choice to pay in the cheaper coin, 
which is of more importance than any inter- 
national standard of the relative values of the 
two metals as money. Thisis the reai end 
to be sought in the remonetization of ajlver, 
and it is in no wise dependent upon the es- 
tablishment of an international standard. 
In all international exchanges of coin, 
whether of gold or silver, the coin is 
sold by weight and not by count. But 
in the internal trade a dollar means a 
fixed unit, and it is important to give to this 
unit a permanent value, which can best be 
accomplished by leaving to the public an 
optional standard, the right to use either. 

The attempt to defeat the remonetization 
of silver in this country by talking about 
treaty negotiations with other countries is a 
weak invention. We can treat on that sub- 
ject just as well with silver remonetized as 
with silver demonetized. No nation has 
ever regulated its coinage to suit others. 
France adopted the double standard in 1803; 
England adopted the gold standard in 1816 ; 
Germany adopted the silver standard in 1857 
and the gold standard in 1873, each upon 
its own motion, consulting its own interests. 
Our silver coinage was repealed in 1873, 
without the knowledge of the public, by a 
sort of trick. It is to our own interest now 
to restore it; mach has been lost by its re- 
peal, and this should be done by ourselves, 
whether other nations desire it or not. 

Congress will be faithless to its trust, 
faithless to the best interests of the country, 
and false to the people who have elected it, 
if it fail to restore the coinage of the silver 
dollar and make its coinage free, without 
any more delay than is required for the for- 
mal enactment of the law for that purpose. 

IMPROVIDENT WORKINGMEN. 

The suffering which now exists among the 
laboring classes is not a miracle. It was not 
produced by any suspension of the course of 
nature, or by any direct intervention of a su- 
pernatural agert. Its origin and progress 
can easily be explained on scientific prinei- 
ples. When laboring men spend money as 
fast as they earn it, they provide for a future 
period of suffering as exactly as if they 
should buy the right to it. The problem is 
hardly one of political economy; it belongs 
rather to the domain of moral philosophy. 
Given certain wants, and certain means of 
satisfying them; the permanence of the 
wants may be assumed from experience; the 
means of satisfying them are liable to con- 
traction and suspensior.. If there is no con- 
servation of means, the period of unsatisfied 
wants may be predicted as a logical conse- 
quence. This is only the formal way of say- 
ing that the man who makes no provision for 
a rainy day is likely to get wet. 

Many frugal and industrious wogkingmen 
are now out of employment, and for them 
we have only the largest sympathy. But 
the prysent discussion does not concern 


in the interest of having both metals adopted | 


them. The question is, In what degree is | 
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Brotherhoods of every description, and bad 
or improvident workmen will be found 
at the top of their rosters. Bad 
workmen are always prominent in strikes, 
and the acts of violence which follow them. 
Good workmen are conservative because 
they have reputations to jeopardize. They 
have savings to be protectéd, and strong 
prejudices against idleness. They will be re- 
duced to the last extremity before they will 
combine against their employers. When 
they combine, they are often overpowered 
and overawed by less efficient men, and are 
made to assist in measures which they con- 
sider injudicious. In the last resort, the 
blame for suffering, famine, and death lies 
too often with a few who have risked noth- 
ing, and have dragged down with them in a 


the immense load of indebtedness which it is 
carrying. The country isin debt, the States 
are in debt, cities, towns, and villages are in 
debt, and almost every individual is in debt 
to the best of his ability, and it is safe to as- 
s@me that interest is not paid upon a very 
large proportion of this debt. Debt is not 
an unmitigated calamity under all circum- 
stances; under some, on the other hand, it 
is a decided adv , a8 when incurred for 
productive purposes, or where it is used for 
enlarging business, and yields a profit on the 
loan. The municipal debts of this country, 
however, as a ruld, do not belong to this 
class, and, in the vast majority of instances, 
they are the most onerous and desperate of 
all forms of indebtedness, and have grown 
like mushrooms. The table which we 
printed recently from the columns of the 
Galazy, showing the indebtedness of 130 
of the larger cities of the United 
States, and its increase during the past ten 
years, is full of suggestions for financial 
moralists, The total debt of these cities in 
1866 was $221,312,000; m 1876 it had 
jumped to $614,378,663,—an average of over 
$41,000,000 per year. Take the cases of a 
few representative cities: Boston, hitherto 
supposed to be the fountain-head of finan- 
cial wisdom, and an exemplar in the way of 
municipal economy, has increased its debt 
from $13,021,463 to $43,590,497,—over four- 
fold; Buffalo, from $750,500 to $7,139,291, 
—over ninefold; Baltimore, from 621, 
928,656 to $33,343,251; Brooklyn, from 
$9,722,274 to 838, 788,114, with nothing to 
show for it; Charleston, S. C., from $1,600,- 
000 to $4,749,973; Chicago, from 83,397, 
064 to $17,831,692, which includes the 
floating debt ; Cambridge, Mass., the home 
of the muses and the seat of learning, 
where there should be no more cor- 
ruption than there is in the Walhalla, 
from $841,092 to $4,741,500;. Cincinnati, 
a city of only 265,000 people, of great 
wealth, and whose citizens are continually 
beautifying and adorning her from their pri- 
vate means, from $3,203,000 to $23,334,- 
701; the little City of Cleveland, from 
$2,420,333 to $7,261,000, almost fourfold. 
Columbus, O., which in 1866 had no debt at 
all, has followed the general fashion,and now 
flaunts a debt of $1,165,000. St. Louis, with 
all its boasts of prosperity, has jumped from 
85,671,500 to $16,318,000. The conservative, 
City of Providence, R. I., the home of Quak- 
erism and prudent business management, 
has succeeded in swelling her debt from 
$989,988 to $9,682,246. Louisville has 
jumped from $3,533,210 to 810,600, 000. 
Lowell, Mass., with gll her busy industries, 
has added over $2,000,000 to her debt. Pitts- 
burg has made an enormous increase, her 
debt in 1866 being but $2,854,482, while in 
1876 it was $13,772,446, to which must be | 
added $6,000,000 more which her citizens 
have entailed upon themselves by 
their destruction of private property 
during the late riots. Philadelphia has 
jumped from $35,140,335 to $66, 160, - 
271; and New Yerk caps the climax 
by advancing, through the efforts of the 
Twerep Ring, from $33,654,683 to $149,357,- 
557,—a debt which can never be paid,—leav- 
ing her in such a stranded position that 
eventually she must compound with her 
creditors, either paying them smaller rates 
of interest or going to ultimate smash. The 
cities of New York State seem to have caught 
the contagion from the metropolis, the 
amount of the debt of New York, Brooklyn, 
Albany, Auburn, Buffalo, Newburg, Oswego, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Utica, Elmira, and 
Yonkers being $205,000,000, involving an 
annual expense for interest of nearly $12,000, - 
000, which is $3,000,000 more than the total 
annual appropriation for carrying on the 
Government of the State. 

Undoubtedly some of this indebtedness 
represents improvements of value, if not at 
present, at least in the future, and although 
it may not earn the interest, still, if it tends 
to benefit the public health or improve the 
value of property, it is not money thrown 
away. It is bread cast upon the waters, which 
some day will return, and not only pay in- 
terest but a profit to the whole community. 
The vast proportion of this indebtedness, 
however, has been squandered upon impreve- 
ments, many of which might have been bet- 
ter postponed and the remainder never un- 
dertaken. In other words, it is money stolen 
which will never be returned, and the larger 
the citieg the more extended are the rings of 
rascals who have conspired against the pub- 


sult of the patent American practice of issu- 
ing bonds and stealing the When 
the rings are broken and the thieves are 


longer afford to continue the war, or other 
countries to countenance her in attempting 
to do so. The exportation of sugar in cases 
and hogsheads from Havans and Matanzas 
in the first six months of 1877 was only 
147,924 tons, as against 238,458 tons in 1875, 
and the falling off in the total exports from 
Cardenas in the same period was in sugar 
from 105,226 tons to 59,813 tons, and in mo- 
lasses from 90,000 hogsheads to 38,000 hogs- 
heads. The imports of the United States 
from Cuba have decreased nearly one-third. 
Add to this the fact that the Cubans are taxed 
$84 a head while the Spaniards are taxed 
only $7 a head, and the signs of impending 
political dissolution are too plain to be mis 
taken. 5 

Already people are beginning to speculate as 
to what the population of the United States 
will be in 1880. The general estimate ranges 
between 45,000,000 and 47,000,000; Twelve 
States have taken their census in 1875. Michi- 
gan took one in 1874, and ‘Missouri and Nebras- 
ka im 1876. The following table exhibits the 
*tigures of population by these enumerations 
compared with the late United States census in 
1870. The right hand columu shows the per- 
centage of increase in the population of each 
State:

the same average percentage of increase were 
applied to all the States it would give us a pop- 
ulation of 44,554,881 for the year 1875, as 
against 38,567,617 in 1870, would carry the 
population above 50,000, in 1880, which is 
hardly possible in view of the fact that emigra- 
tion has falien off to a half or third of what it 
was previous to 1874. The State which will ex- 
hibit the greatest gain at the next census will 
probably be Texas. The enormous size of the 
State, and the quantity of its fertile land, have 
attracted vast swarms of immigrants. We 
should not be greatly surprised if Texas reaches 
fully 2,000,000 of soul» in 1880, making her the 
Empire State of the South, as she will event- 
ually be of the Union if not divided, as she 
ought to be, into at least three States. 


The Nation is greatly pleased with most parts 
of Secretary SHRRMAN’S recent Maasfield speech.

MEXICO. 
THAT REPUBLIC UNDERGOING PROBATION. 
: Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. N. — Dias, before 
om ong against Lerdo, had been stationed on 
Grande frontier and was thoroughly 
familiar with the troubles between the author- 
ities of the two countries growing out of, the 
depredations thas had occurred there, and one 
of his first aims was to adopt such measures as 
would conciliate the United states, and prevent 
future trouble of this nature. With this object 
in view he called into his Cabinet chiefly men 
who were friendly to the United States, and ap- 
pointed Senor Mata, who in years past bad been 
a Minister to this country, as his representative 
here. When the President did not 
at once receive Mata- as the 
Minister of Mexico, Diaz apparently 
construed this hesitation as unfriendly to his 
Administration, and it is belicved took less in- 
terest in preventing invasions across the Rio 
Grande border. Depredations became more 
and more frequent, especially on the upper Kio 
Grande and in the vicinity of Eagle Pass, and it 
was in response to repeated complaints from 
that quarter that Gen. Ord was directed to ex- 
ercise the greatest vigilance, and even to pur- 
sue marauders, if necessary, across the border 
into Mexican territory. The publication of 
these orders naturally caused great excitement 
in the City of Mexico, which was undoubtedly 
increased by the severe criticisms made in this 
country upon the Mexican policy of the Ad- 

ministration. 
The latest reports from Mexico represents this 
excitement as having largely subsided since 
equal vigilance has been shown by the com- 
mander of the United States troops ia prevent- 
ing the organization ofa filibuster movement 
against the Diaz Government, as in protecting 
the citizens of Texas from Mexican depreda 
tions. The arrest of Escobedo and a number of 
his followers seems to have convinced Diaz that 
the attitude of the United States towards Mex- 
ico is not a hostile one, and renewed efforts 
seem to have been made to prevent border out- 
rages in the hope, no doubt, of eventualiy ob- 
h his Administration 
so much position which the 
United States is understood now to 
hold is: First, that the Diaz Goverment 
must be proved to be acceptable to the people 
of Mexico and not the temporary triumph oi 
a revolutionist; and, secondly, that it — 
the power to carry out strictly to the letter all 
obligations with the United States. 
en ent Hayes’ Administration is con- 
vinced on these two points Senor Mata will un- 
doubtedly be as the accredited rep- 
resentative of the Mexican Republic. In otber 
words, the United States in effect, piaced 
the Mexican Government on its good behavior. 
If it proves its disposition and ability to be- 
come a good neighbor and to fulfil 
all its international obligations it will no doubt 
be fully recognized at no very late day. If, on 


the other hand, depredations and raids across 
the border continue, and there is no evidence of 
an honest attempt on the part of the Mexican 
authorities to prevent them, no official recog- 
nition will at present be accorded. 

Nothing in international law requires the 
Government of the United States to receive the 
representatives of thedefacto 9 swe in Mex 
ico, Several european nations have had no diplo- 
matic intercourse with Mexico;since the failure 
of the French army of invasion under Maximil-* 
ian. In the meantime, the United States trans- 
acts its business chiefly through Minister Foster 
in Mexico, who holds informal communication 

Dias Governmen and Senor

in Washington of the Mexican Republic, and 
when he is absent from the legation its business 
is conducted by the Secretary as Churge d' Al- 
faires. As an illustration of this policy, it may 
be said that when Mexico recently paid the an-

Toronto, Aug. 27.—A cable special to the 
Globe says the Times, in an editorial on the ques- 
tion of reciprocity between Canada and the 
United States, maintains that the preservation 
of customs frontiers is a troublesome task, and 
never can be perfectly fulfilled. It is impossi- 
ble to overhaul every petty act of commerce be- 
tween the two territories, and, if possible, the 
cost would be enormously in excess of the gain. 
If the two Governments could agree 
together on terms upon which the cus- 
toms line could be abolished, it would 
be a consummation attended with many advan- 
tages. England would certainly not stand in 
the way, but the end might not be so easily 
reached as may seem. In former attempts to 


negotiate a new treaty the negotiators lost 
themselves in barren inquiries into the balance 
of trade, and this would probably be the case if 
fresh negotiations were started. Itis probable 
that, after some ing, the Canadians would 
consent to the in uction of the manufactures 
of the States at lower duties than those now 
levied, but would extend the same reduction on 
similar commodities to all parts of the world. 
The extension of such reduction might be fatal 
to the negotiations. The fears of the Americans 
in this respect are probably overstrained. Even 
if it were true, they would not really suffer.

SILVER SMELTING. 
A FRESH ENTERPRISE, 

which may be fraught with important results to 
the industrial population of Chicago, is now in 
active operation at the silver-smelting works 
on Jefferson street, where, it will be remem- 
bered, certain experiments of the same kind 
were made some time ago. The premises have, 
from some cause, fallen into disuse, and they 
have been recently hired by the Live Yankee 
Silver-Mining Company to carry out a project 
which failed of accomplishment, probably 
through incapacity or lack of the right kind of 
experience. The Live Yankees”’ are owners 
of a silver mine at the head of Bingham Canon, 
Utah, which is said to be particularly prolific of 
paying ore, and they propose in the present ex- 
periment to see whether they cannot make it 
more profitable to smelt their own ore here in 
Chicago—the headquarters of the Company— 
than to sell it to the smeltersof Utah. With 
this laudable purpose in view, the Company 
have shipped from ‘the Live Yankee Mine some 
130 tons of ore, the freight being $20 a ton, and, 
under the superintendency of Dr. Sanuel Smith, 
one of the Directors, are employed in solving 
this interesting problem. The theory upon 
which the Directors base their hopes of success 
is, briefly, that here labor and fuel are so much 
cheaper that the difference will enable them to 
pay the difference in freight between ore and 
base bullion. It takes two and one-fourth tons of 
ore to make one ton of base buliion, and 
the freight on base builion is $5 per ton 
higher than on ore. Thus far the experiment 
bas given promise of good results, and there is 
a prospect that the present enterprise ma 
widen into one which will establish a new an 
highly profitab!e industry in Chicago.

EXAMINATION OF THE PROCESS 

of turning the ore as it comes from the mine 
into base bullion will be worth the trouble of a 
visit to the works. The first operation is the 
crushing of the blocks of ore. which is done by 
a machine called a “crusher.” This grinds the 
solid bowlders down inte a consistency 
resembling ordinary street gravel. The 
next operation is to shovel this ous * 
gravel into a roaring oven, whichis technically 
called a roaster. The high temperature of this 
fiery furnace very rapidly reduces the material 
to an almost liquid state, and it comes out of 
the ordeal like a mass of boiling tar. After 
this itis thrown into the furnace mixed with 
** flux (Which in non-technical phrase 1s simply 
a collection of old oyster-cans, bits of tin, old 
iron, and miscellaneous debris from the alleys 
and back „ẽ together with the slag 
which y retains after the first passage 
through the ovens a considerable remainder of 
precious metal. The result in the shape of base 
bullion is now attained, and it is ladled out in a 
liquid shape into molds, and run outinto bars or 
piss ot about 100 pounds each. In this shape 
it goes to the refiners. The process is quite 
similar to that used in the Swansea and other
